When the National Covernment announced the establishment cf the 
Northeast Field Hesdruarters anc sent more than one hunfred thousaid 
troops into Manchuria, the Soviets felt that their border was threatensd. 
Consequently, they helped the Communists in their firht against the 
rovernment troops. The Central Government could have prevented this if 
it had been sincerely interested in future peace. 


b. The Communists 


The Communists knee that China is not yet reacy for socialism. They 
can only ask the Kuonintanr, therefore, to allow them to take part in 
rovernment affairs, to form a united rovernment.. They rill net ask much

fhe Manchurians resented the Central Government.'s dividing Manchuria — 
tmho mine provinces, and appointing Southerners to military and political 
--ts, ‘the Kuomintang made other mistakes in their tax, food collection, 
eanserinption policies, the corrurtion of officials, the bad conduct 
ihe Nationalist troops, and their air of being superior to the local people.. 
=neuuria has been treated as a conquered territory. Kanchurians nov feel 
shat “the Communists are no rooc, and the Kuomintang is just about as bad.” 
‘thouid the Kuomintane and Communists continue firhting, the Manchurian people 
witli seek the only way out: a cemocratic revolution.

4. General Me Chan-shan | 


The only man besides Chsnr Hsteh-lianp possessing the abeve mentioned 
qualifications is Wa Chaneshan. He >eran fighting the Japanese in Heilungchiang 
veovince in 1931, became internationally known as a hero, and is consequently 
acmired ty all Manchurians. He has never held membershir in any party. 

After he was defeated in Manchurie in 193? he eseaped throuch Russia anc Turope 
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“o China, met and hecame friendiv with many Soviet leaders. He also 

vas stationed in Monrolia for several years, and the Mongols have ea 

very good impression cf him. Althourh he himself left Heilunpehiance 
vovince in 1932, most of his troops hid in forest ares and continued 

ao Pigkt the Japanese. After 1937, Ma was in contact with these troors , 
and his agents travelled back and forth over Manchuria. fle now has about 
15C,000 men in Kirin, Heilunrchiane, Liacning and Jehol Frevinces. He 

is resrected by the Kuomintanr, and at the same time he is praised by the 
Communists as a noneparty man and a national hero of China,
